DETERMINING NON-PROFITABLE ROUTES 
This specimen compilation covers only two routes or two salesmen. The 
bottler should follow the same calculating procedure on as many routes 
or salesmen as he employs, listing their dollar sales at the top and 
harging against these sales the business costs and the cost of goods 
sold in percentage to sales as shown by the books. The business costs 
are allocated to each route or salesman on an equal basis 
In this case, the bottler earned 3 per cent profit on sales for the business 
as a whole. Route No. 1 earned 5 per cent profit on sales. whereas 
Route No. 2 lost | per cent on sales. Route No. 1 earned more than 
the overall business net, Route No. 2 was in the red. Obviously. Route 
No. 2 pulled down the bottler’s overall net. which would have been 
had both routes earned a profit
